says for you all to come in and 
get warm.” 

It was in my third year at Mc- 
Callie -School on Missionary 
Ridge above Chattanooga, Ten- 
nessee, that the Tennessee River 
Valley suffered one of its huge 
floods, which came with great 
frequency until the TVA dams 
tamed that river of the pioneers, 
John Ross, John Sevier, of Chief 
Dragging Canoe’s Cherokees, the 
long rifles and mountain men 
who passed that way. 

This was winter.

One morning we had a 
call for rescue workers and boats.

Every 
time I see kidney beans in a 
supermarket I think of her, the 
mother, and see again the flaring 
lights, hear again the weeping, 
the expressions of misery and 
fear, smeli the yellow, ugly river, 
muddy and frothin~. remember 
the warinth of the room, the smell 
of the beans and fresh bread, and 
the warmth of the fire.

Federico Cardinal Tedeschini told 
pilgrims at the Shrine of Fatima 
in Portugal Saturday that the Vir- 
gin Mary appeared three times to 
Pope Pius XII during the 1950 
Holy Year. 

The cardinal, who is the arch- 
priest of St. Peter’s Basilica, at- 
tended ceremonies at the shrine 
as the pontiff’s delegate. His ad- 
dress was printed almost in full 
by the Vatican newspaper, L’Os- 
servatore Romano. 

The Pope, said Cardinal Tedes- 
ehini, saw the vision in the rays 
of the sun on Oct. 30, Oct. 31. 
and Nov. 1, 1950. It was on Nov. 
] that the Pope formally pro- 
claimed the dogma of the Virgin 
Mary’s bodily assumption into 
Heaven. 

Cardinal Tedeschini, at Fatima 
for ceremonies closing the ex- 
tended Holy Year outside Rome, 
told ef the Virgin Mary’s reported 
@ppearance at Fatima to three 
children in 1917. Then he added, 
Bccording to L’Osservatore’s ac- 
count: |

marvelous thing. I will tell you 
that another person has seen this 
same miracle: he saw it outside of 
Fatima; he saw it years later; he 
saw it at Rome.

A Place for Our Older 


The proportion of persons 65 years of age 
or older is steadily rising and their health 
is steadily improving under modern medi- 
cal practices. The cost of their support, 
present estimates indicate, will be from 25 
to 40 percent higher by 1975 than at 
present. 

Conversely, statistics show that in 1890 
more than two-thirds of the male popula- 
tion over 65 years of age were employed. 
This figure had dropped 50 years later to 
42.2 percent, and today stands at about 45 
percent. . ; 

Prof. Sumner H. Slichter, in an article 
published by the Wisconsin Federation of 
Labor, discusses this problem of employ- 
ment for older workers and declares that 
at least three out of five should be in the 
labor force today. The need for employ- 
ment of older workers will be permanent, 
he points out. 

Quoting him: “A job is more than a 
source of ircome. It gives men a sence of 
participation in the affairs of the world; 
it protects them against the feeling that 
they are ‘on the shelf.’ In addition, it is 
a source of social contacts. Men who re- 


volved, most of them concerned with chil- 
dren, depend on the generous support of 
every citizen in the area. 

“Defense programs are reflected in the 
Community Chest budget,” the Chest 
chairmen say. “More youth and character 
building services are required. Women in 
jobs mean more day nurseries are required, 
and a more active child protection program 
generally.”

Taft Strategy 
Is “Stop Ike’ 


WASHINGTON—After receiving an extensive 
report from his political scouts, Sen. Robert A. 

7 : Taft is now going through the motions of giving 
ponderous consideration to the question of whether he is to be- 
come a candidate for the Republican presidential nomination next 
The report was prepared for the Ohio senator by two of 
his trusted political lieutenants, David’ S. Ingalls, of Cleveland, 
and Ben Tate, of Cincinnati. They have just campleted a 55,000 
mile survey of GOP sentiment throughout the country, covering 
38 states. 

Sinte the first of the two lieutenants is a close kinsman of 
Senator Taft and the other was the treasurer of his successful 
campaign for re-election last year, it is fair to assume that the 
report is highly favorable to the senator’s chances. In fact, judg- 
ing from some of the published excerpts, it would appear that he 
is practically nominated and elected already. 

The Ohioan has said that he will need to study the report be- 
fore making up his mind, but the biggest news that could come 
out of any announcement he makes would be that he has decided 
against becoming a candidate. Because of the surprise element, 
that would be regarded as mcre newsworthy than a statement he 
will run. 


Is Candidate For the truth of it is, as every trained ob- 

server has known for some time, that Taft 
has been a candidate ever since he won re-election last year. All 
of his movements since then have been convincing on the score. 
He has taken on any number of speaking engagements carrying 
him from one end of the country to another. 

Senator Taft has insisted all along that he is not a candidate, 
but admits being willing if the party wants him. In going about 
the country as much as he has during the past year, he claims to 
be merely exploring GOP sentiment. He is agreeable to making 
the sacrifice if party sentiment points in his direction. 

The senator has made two similar sacrifices before. He was 
a candidate in 1940, when Wendell Willkie beat him out as a dark- 
horse contender. Again he was a candidate last time when 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey came out on top. Now 62, he must feel 
that this is his last chance if he is ever to make the grade. 

There is little doubt about what his final “decision” will be. 
It would be all but impossible to place a bet at almost any odds in 
Washington that he will not become a candidate. All of the fuss 
and feathers about the political survey may be marked down as 
window dressing. 


Out in Front If, however, Taft makes his expected an- 

nouncement at an early date—or any time 
before the first of the year, for that matter—it may have a certain 
significance. The Taft people have been worried about the Eisen- 
hower draft movement ever since it got actively under way. As 
things stand today, it is beginning to look like General Eisen- 
hower is the only man who could beat him for the prize. All 
hands concede that the senator is far out in front at the pres- 
ent time. 

Ordinarily there would be no occasion for him to declare his 
candidacy before the state preferential primaries get under way 
next March and April. Taft’s strategy in making his announce- 
ment this far ahead, therefore, would be to get the leap on the 
Eisenhower movement. It would place his henchmen in a posi- 
tion to work more effectively in his behalf in lining up conven- 
tion support. There is that much advantage in being a declared 
candidate than one who is reluctant to state his position. 7 

It will be interesting how far the Taft announcement is de- 
layed. If it comes soon it will be evidence enough of the concern 
his leaders have over the Eisenhower boom. But whenever it 
comes, there is little need for guessing on what the decision will 
be. Everyone believes the decision has been made for some time.

Some housewives in Texas having been carrying on a running 
battle these last few months with the government over whether 
or not they should pay and deduct social security tax from their 
household employes. 

The housewives, aided and abetted by Mr. Westbrook Pegler, 
the national columnist, have thumbed their noses at the govern- 
ment, saying it was an infringement of their freedom, and the 
worker’s as well. ‘ 

This is poppycock. 

The vast majority of American workers know that social 
security is a good thing, and that no political party, not even the 
Republicans, would dare come out for its repeal. 

It is a form of insurance paid by the week, which, when the 
worker gets too old to work, assures that he will not be completely 
without money. 

The employer pays half and the worker half of the weekly 
deduction. 

Nobody argues that life insurance is an infringement on his 
freedom, yet it is the same in principle as social] security. 

We doubt that this will strain the financial resources of the 
housewives and suspect that they are prompted more by selfish 
motives in holding out the money than they are for “freedom” or 
any other lofty motive. 

Social security is here to stay. 

And since domestic workers make very little as it is, thev ought 
to be protected by the social security law. 

If they are not, when they grow old they will be totally de- 
pendent on the publie purse. Won't that cost us more than a few 
pennies every week now?

Taft Drive Hits Its Stride 


WASHINGTON—The most significant development around here in national 
politics is the way the Taft-for-President campaign has got into high gear in the 
last few days—nine months ahead of the Republican convention next July. Seldom 
has there been so much open and public activity in behalf of a candidate for the 


nomination this far in advance as that for Taft. 
anxiety in the camp of those promoting General Eisenhower who are visibly

The pattern of the Ohio senator’s campaign 


for the nomination is emerging clearly, step by step. Also being manifested are the character and 


role that he is to play and the arguments to be 
made as to why his political approach and phi- 
losophy are most applicable to the party’s needs 
at this time. 

Most recent in the course of well-arranged 
events was the report made to the senator by 
two of his managers, David Ingalls and Ben Tate, 
on a survey of sentiment among Republicans. 
They assured him that it showed he is the choice 
of the party for the nomination and would win 
if nominated, which came as no great surprise. 
The two men visited 38 states and covered 55,000 
miles. 


This report, for which the senator duly 
expressed his appreciation, opens the way 
for a public announcement of his decision as 
to his candidacy. This he promised in a 
reasonable time. When it comes it will be no 
great surprise either. 


The Ingalls-Tate report followed along with 
another part of the planned program, which con- 
sists of periodic appeals from groups of Repub- 
lican leaders, in one state after another, in be- 
half of the senator’s candidacy. 

According to plan, Wisconsin came through 
first a few days ago, followed by the senator's 
own state of Ohio, and then Tennessee simul- 
taneously with release of the Ingalls-Tate report. 
The last is the home state of one of the senator’s 
right-hand men for many years, Rep. Carroll 
Reece, formerly Republican national chairman. 
Reece has been one of the Taft leaders in the 
South and was active in lining up Southern dele- 
gations for the senator in his two previous tries 
for the nomination, as he is again in this cur- 
rent all-out venture. 

The petitions from- Republican groups in the 
three states were in the nature of requests for 
the senator to become a candidate for the nomi- 
nation. After he announces himself formally, 
similar petitions from groups in other states are 
expected to come along pledging support, ap- 
propriately timed and spaced to simulate a cre- 
scendo of: “We want Taft.” 

As for the senator himself, his role will be a 
familiar one—the hard-hitting, straight-from- 
the-shoulderseampaigner who appeals directly to 
the people, and to as many people as possible 
all over the country, as he did so successfully on 
a smaller scale in his 1950 campaign in Ohio. 
That was a sort of door-to-door, street-corner 
canvass, or as the Ingalls-Tate report put it: 


“Everywhere we went we were told that the 
Republican Party needs to fight the 1952 cam- 
paign in an aggressive and forthright manner and 
that Bob Taft could and should follow the pat- 
tern he used ir Ohio.” 


In short, the senator will become a sort of 
Republican Truman in manner and technique. ° 
Already he has been carrying on such a campaign 
in brief forays from the national capital on 
speech-making tours. This he will continue from | 
now on periodically. 

This is in contrast to the dulcet “unity” came 
paign that Governor Dewey conducted in 1948. 
There will be, too, a contrast with the two Dewey 
campaigns of 1944 and 1948 and that in 1940 by 
the late Wendell L. Willkie in that there will be 
a straight-out anti-New Deal, anti-Fair Deal] at- 
tack, with no compromises. This is based on the 
theory, set forth in the Ingalls-Tate report, that 
this type of attack would bring to the polls many 
Republicans who, in the last three presidential 
elections, “have been lukewarm and indifferent 
because they did not fee] that the candidate sup- 
ported the principles of Republicanism.”

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Possible New Food Source 


In Large-Scale Production 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 


4—(/P)—The first “large-scale” production 


of what may be a new source of food, developed with the help of sun 


power, was announced Sunday by 
ington. 

What the food might taste like, 
or just how it could be used—the 


basis is a tiny green fresh-water 
*plant—are questions for the fu- 
ture. 

The work is now in the “pilot 
plant” stage, and the institution 
said the next step would be to de- 
termine whether the process is 
feasible for full-scale commercial 
production. 

If it should prove so, the Car- 
negie announcement § said, the 
substance involved and others like 
it “might represent an increase in 
the world’s food supply or a 
source of industrial raw mate- 
Trials.” 

Carnegie officials told a re- 
porter that if the process works 
out, the first posibility would be 
food for animals, but it might 
also have possibilities for sup-| 
plementing the human diet, es-| 
pecially in countries where people 
don’t eat so well now.

They said that the reference to! 
“industrial raw materials” meant) 
such things as a possible new ma-!} 
terial for use in making artificial. 
wool, and new materials for use 
as drying oils in paints and 
varnishes. | 

The material under study is! 
the one-celled green alga plant,| 
“Chlorella,” one of a family of| 
plants which, in nature, occur 
either as seaweeds or as various 
microscopic forms of fresh-water 
plants. Chlorella is a fresh-water 
form. 

In the Carnegie studies, sam- 
ples of the natural plants are 
caused to grow artifically in plas- 
tic tubes and troughs which are 
exposed to the action of the sun. 

Such “Chorella farming” has| 
been carried on in scientific lab-| 
oratories for a half-century in| 
the quest to solve the great rid-| 
dle of “photosynthesis’—the pro-| 
cess whereby plants transform 
solar energy into living tissue) 
or food. |

The spirit is willing 
enough, but those hollow pangs 
are far from weak. What to 
do? 

Have a really satisfying meal. 
You can, and still keep the cal- 
ories on the svelte side. What 
do you like for a first course, 
hot soup, a sea food cocktail or 
tomato juice? You can have 
soup and a sea food cocktail 
and still be on slimming fare. 
When ravenously hungry. it’s a 
comfort to sip a soothing hot 
liquid. If eating at home, soup 
can be made with skim milk, 
which adds protection to the 
menu. Ordering in a restaurant, 
bouillon is the best choice. Cel- 
ery and carrot sticks give some- 
thing to chew on. Just chewing 
is a big help in quieting hunger 
pangs. . 

The second course should be 
hearty. The extent to which a 
meal gives a sense of satisfac- 
tion depends not so much on the 
quantity of the meal, or the 
number of calories furnished as 
on the satiety value. Protein 
foods have a high satiety value, 
so it is diet wise to plan the 
meal around lean meat or fish 
or fowl. To curb calories broil 
the meat, trim off the fat and 
avoid gravy. 

Some fat may be included in 
the menu. In fact it is a good 
plan for fats give a meal staying 
power. But wouldn’t you rather 
have the fat in the form of but- 
ter and in a salad dressing? 
Dieting doesn’t mean going 
without, but it does impose a 
choice on the dieter. 

If you are a meat and potato 
gal, have meat and potato. A 
fluffy baked potato, or a 
mealy boiled potato gives sub- 
stance to a low calorie meal. 
Perhaps you are a bread and 
butter diner, in which case 
choose a slice of bread in place 
of the potato. 

The satisfying quality of bulk 
furnished by vegetables and a 
salad is a real help. Choose a 
second vegetable, such as beets, 
string beans, cauliflower, car- 
rots, turnips or tomatoes. These 
are all low in calories, so have 
a large serving. A green leafy 
salad is a real space _ filler. 
Serve with vinegar and season- 
ing or a low cealorie_ salad 
dressing. 

Other tips: Eat slowly and re- 
frain from sipping ice water be- 
tween bites. Water with meals 
washes off the taste buds and 
whets appetite. 


A cup of hot coffee or tea is a 
nice finishing touch to a diet. 
That meal is completely satis- 
fying, and within 500 calories.
